‘I’LL ACT FAST TO 
FIX OUR SCHOOL’

THE new headteacher of a Ban¬ 
bury primary school rated “inad¬ 
equate” by Ofsted last year says she 
will “rapidly” address any issues. 

Julie Hiddleston took over as execu¬ 
tive headteacher of William Morris 
Primary School earlier this month, fol¬ 
lowing the school’s conversion into an 
academy 

It follows an Ofsted report last year 
that found major problems at the 
Bretch Hill school including bullying, 
poor quality of teaching, behaviour and 
a lack of progress. 

The school was told by the educa¬ 
tion watchdog in 2013 that it required 
improvement, but two years on was 
deemed to be failing. 

On taking over, Ms Hiddleston said: 
“Settling in has certainly been a whirl¬ 
wind and I can’t believe I’ve already 
done three weeks. 

“It’s been lovely getting to know all 
the children and parents and there is a 
very strong sense of community 

“In terms of priorities it has primar¬ 
ily been for myself and the deputy to 
establish ourselves in our new roles.” 

Inspectors from the education watch¬ 
dog visited the school in May last year. 
They said pupils had a poor under¬ 
standing of what constitutes bullying,

and there was a sharp decline in pupil 
achievement by the end of key stage 
two. 

The new headteacher said: “William 
Morris is embarking on a new journey 
of excellence. 

“The job of any headteacher, wheth¬ 
er it is an outstanding school or not, is 
to know your school very well. 

“I plan to assess as rapidly as pos¬ 
sible any core issues, particularly is¬ 
sues mentioned in the last Ofsted re¬ 
port. As a school team we will swiftly 
identify and address issues to rapidly 
raise standards in all areas and across 
all year groups.” 

The school was officially reopened 
as an academy on February 1, and is 
operated by the GLF Academy Trust. 

The trust controls 15 other schools 
across the county including the Long¬ 
ford Park school in Bodicote, which is 
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set to open in September. When it opens 
Ms Hiddleston will also become head¬ 
teacher of the school. 

Until last year she was deputy head¬ 
teacher at Ladygrove Primary School 
in Didcot. 

She added: “lam very much looking 
forward to working at Longford Park 
too, it will be a welcome asset for the lo¬ 
cal community” 

William Morris - which has about 175 
pupils - was run by Julie Hawkins of 
Hardwick School and Dawn Shilston 
from Orchard Fields Primary School 
until after the Easter holidays. 

Educational academies are funded by 
the government rather than local au¬ 
thorities, and are run by an academy 
trust that employs the staff. 

But they still have to follow the same 
rules on admissions, special education¬ 
al needs and exclusions.

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Campaigners in protest 
at ‘greedy’ developers 


COUNTRYSIDE campaigners 
from across Oxfordshire united 
to protest against "greedy" 
developers building on rural 
and green belt sites. 

Members of a number of 
different campaign groups 
staged a protest organised by 
the Rural Oxfordshire Action 
Rally (ROAR) outside 
Woodstock Town Hall on 
Saturday. 

Nearly 100 people bearing 
banners and placards listened 
to speeches about the dangers 
of planned developments on 
green belt sites across the 
county. 

The rally was attended by 
representatives from groups 
including Need Not Greed 
Oxon, Woodstock Action 
Group, Save Gavray Meadows 
in Bicester, the Kidlington 
Development Watch, the 
Campaign to Save Adderbury, 
the North Abingdon Local 
Planning Group and the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) Oxfordshire. 

Need Not Greed Oxon is a 
coalition of nearly 30 campaign 
groups opposed to 
inappropriate developments 
across the county. 

ROAR chairman Peter Jay 
urged people to unite to oppose 
building on greenbelt sites and 
the "development free for all" 
threatening to "destroy" town 
and village communities. 

The Woodstock councillor and 
TV journalist and former British 
ambassador to the USA, added: 
"I address you as friends and 
neighbours, as fellow victims of 
greedy developers and cynical 
landlords.

"We are not alone. By uniting 
against this threat we will be 
much stronger." 

Mr Jay said the building of 
new houses was being justified 
by the housing shortage, but 
insisted the new homes 
proposed in his town were not 
the homes people needed. 

He added: "What this free for 
all offers is the wrong houses in 
the wrong places for the wrong 
people at the wrong prices. 

"What we need is the right 
homes in the right places for the 
right people and prices which 
those who need can afford." 

It was the third rally 
organised by ROAR, after two 
events in Witney and Wantage. 

ROAR organiser Lewis Owen 
said the executive houses 
proposed across the region 
would not meet the social or 
economic need of people. 

The speakers stressed they 
were not opposing the building 
of new homes, but building 
expensive three, four or five- 
bedroom houses when one or 
two-bedroom affordable homes 
were needed. 


Son’s appeal to find 
his biological mum

adoption but believes

MORE than four decades 
after he was first given up 
for adoption, a Banbury 
man is on a mission to 
track down his mother 
who may still be in Ox¬ 
fordshire. 

Robert Sprittlehouse, 43, 
was born at the John Rad- 
cliffe Hospital on December 
18,1972 and was adopted by a 
local couple six months later. 

Now armed with both the 
traces of a family history 
and a single photograph, the 
Bretch Hill resident is keen 
to finally get the “closure” 
he has been missing up until 
now. 

He said: “I was eight or 
nine when I found out I was 
adopted. We just sat down 
and had a chat. It didn’t mat¬ 
ter to me at all, and it never 
has done. 

“The desire to find biologi¬ 
cal parents is to get closure 
and complete the family It’s 
curiosity really.” 

So far a trawl through adop¬ 
tion records has revealed 
that Mr Sprittlehouse’s bio¬ 


logical mother was called 
Carol Wilson McKay. 

In 1972 she was living in 
Sellwood Drive, Carterton, 
and working as a clerk for a 
garden merchant. 

Meanwhile his father, staff 
sergeant Robert George Bar¬ 
tlett, was born in Florida and 
had been stationed at USAF 
Upper Heyford at the time of 
Mr Sprittlehouse’s birth. 

He added: “From what I 
have tried to research I be¬ 


lieve that they may have got 
married in 1974, but I am not 
totally sure of this. 

“I know my father died in 
1995 but as far as I know my 
mother is still alive.” 

In the past few weeks Mr 
Sprittlehouse appealed on 
Facebook with what little he 
knew and was contacted by a 
long-lost cousin in America. 

The cousin also provided 
Mr Sprittlehouse with a 
photograph of his parents, 


which may help jog the mem¬ 
ories of people who may 
know where Carol is. 

He said: “To see that for the 
first time was emotional. I 
have never had a picture of 
my mother or father, or what 
they used to look like. I can 
see similarities.”

‘Callous’ nurse who tried to kill 
her mum banned from profession 


A NURSE who tried to murder her 
elderly mother by poisoning her 
with a lethal dose of insulin has 
been banned from the profession. 

Julia Knight, previously of 
Sycamore Drive, Banbury, has 
been struck off by the Nursing 
and Midwifery Council register for 
her "callous and calculated" act. 

She is currently serving a 14-year 
jail term for attempting to murder 
81-year-old Irene Robson while 
she was recovering from a fall at 
the Horton General Hospital. 

At a hearing last Friday, case 
presenter Bo Kay Fung told the 
council Knight had not shown any 
"remorse or remediation" and 
failed to engage with the council. 

The council said it was 
concerned Knight, who did not 
attend the hearing and was not 
represented but had been invited, 
could put the public at risk by 
reoffending. 

In a report of the hearing, it 
said: "Her actions were a serious 
breach of trust both as a daughter 
and a registered nurse. 

"Having attempted to murder 
her mother, and in the absence of 
any remediation or insight, the 
panel could not confidently 
exclude the risk of repetition in

the future. It considered that she 
has not shown that she recognises 
the impact of her behaviour on 
the public confidence in the 
profession. 

"A striking-off order is the only 
sanction sufficient to protect the 
public and to maintain proper 
standards of conduct." 

Ms Fung told the council Knight 
attempted to murder her 
"vulnerable" non-diabetic mother 
using her "clinical knowledge to 
carefully plan her course of 
action". She added: "Ms Knight 
repeatedly lied to police while 


being interviewed and denied 
responsibility during her criminal 
trial. Her actions involved theft, 
forgery and deceit." 

During her trial at Oxford Crown 
Court last November, jurors heard 
Knight forged a prescription for 
insulin at Banbury's West Bar GP 
surgery where she worked. 

The mother-of-one then went to 
Ms Robson's bedside at the 
Laburnum Ward and injected her 
in the stomach with the drug used 
to treat diabetes. 

Ms Robson suffered a 
hypoglycaemic attack but doctors 
managed to save her life with 
high doses of glucose. 

Knight claimed she injected her 
mother because she wanted her 
to have a "medical blip" so she 
would get better care but a jury 
of five women and seven men 
unanimously convicted her after 
more than 14 hours of 
deliberating. 

The Nursing and Midwifery 
Council ruled Knight cannot apply 
to be reinstated to the register for 
five years with an 18-month 
interim suspension order which 
will lapse if she does not lodge an 
appeal within 28 days.

Museum to mark centenary 
of opening of shell-filling 
facility were 1,5000 worked 


THE British attack on the Hin- 
denburg Line in September 1918 
was one of the most significant 
battles of the First World War. 

What is less known is the role a 
group of men and women from Ban¬ 
bury played in that fight, as workers 
in one of the country’s biggest mu¬ 
nitions factories. 

When British troops faced a short¬ 
age of ammunition in 1915, the gov¬ 
ernment decided to take action and 
ordered a series of factories to be 
built across the country. 

One of those, the aptly-named 
National Filling Factory No.9, was 
built on the outskirts of Banbury, in 
the fields beyond Overthorpe Road 
in Grimsbury 

At its peak the shell-filling factory 
employed about 1,500 people - about 
a third were women - and produced 
more than four million shells for the 
war effort. 

This year Banbury Museum is 
marking the centenary of the facto¬ 
ry opening, with events and exhibi¬ 
tions manager Dale Johnston offer¬ 
ing more information about the site. 

Last year the museum also created 
an online video with Mr Johnston 
retelling the history of the factory. 

Speaking to the camera he said: 
“Every day thousands of drivers 
come along the M40 motorway past 
Banbury not realising that right 
next to them was the first World War 
One ammunitions factory 

“Building work began in January 
1916, and the factory began shell fill¬ 
ing on April 25. 


“At the height of the war 7,000 
shells were produced each week.” 

During the early stages of produc¬ 
tion staff also had a visit from David 
Lloyd George, who would become 
prime minister at the end of the war 
in 1918. 

The work was important but also 
dangerous - the filling hall had its 
own blast wall, which protected the 
area around it. 

It meant that if there was an ex¬ 
plosion all the energy would go up¬ 


wards and only destroy one of the 
buildings at most. 

For a time Banbury was a place for 
producing chemical weapons, as the 
government built a second building 
to the south of the original for mak¬ 
ing mustard gas shells. 

The factory also needed protection 
from aerial bombardment and, after 
German Zeppelins reached the east 
coast of Britain in 1915, anti-aircraft 
guns were installed. 

Women working at the factory re¬ 


ported their skin turning yellow af¬ 
ter handling picric acid. 

In 1918 the site was mothballed 
but reopened the following year to 
break down surplus war munitions. 

By the early 1930s the place had 
been stripped of its machinery and 
was being used as a training area for 
the Home Guard. Today parts of the 
original factory - including ridges 
and tunnels - are still visible.

early age.

Parish councils 
set to take on 
more duties 


PARISH and town councils are set to take 
on more responsibilities after Oxfordshire 
County Council made a new agreement. 

Under its "Oxfordshire Together" 
programme, the county council has been 
asking smaller councils to take on duties 
such as grass cutting, weed control, salt 
bin management, public footpaths, school 
crossing patrols and annual highway 
inspections. 

It has also asked them to help run 
libraries and children's centres. 

But a report to senior councillors said 
highways bosses had been unable to enter 
into agreements for the new duties. 

This was because a different section 101 
agreement was required under the Local 
Government Act 1972. 

The change of wording was approved at 
a meeting of the cabinet on Tuesday, April 
19. 

In a forward to guidance for parish and 
town councils, county council deputy 
leader Rodney Rose wrote: "As the size of 
the public sector is shrinking, we will rely 
even more on our communities to drive 
local development and design local 
solutions. 

"In 2015 we launched the initial 
conversation with communities under the 
Oxfordshire Together programme, and I 
was much encouraged to see that a high 
number of communities have come 
forward to express an interest in. 

"This shows, once again, what vibrant 
and resourceful communities we have 
across the county." 

Local Tories oppose 
bid to help refugees 

CONSERVATIVE MPs in Oxfordshire fell 
into line behind the government to oppose 
a bid to offer sanctuary to 3,000 child 
refugees from Europe. 

In a House of Commons vote on Monday 
night. Wantage MP and Culture Minister 
Ed Vaizey, Banbury MP Victoria Prentis and 
John Howell, MPfor Henley, all voted 
against Lord Dubs' amendment to the 
Immigration Bill. 

Nicola Blackwood, MPfor Oxford West 
and Abingdon, and Prime Minister David 
Cameron, Witney MP, both missed the 
vote. 

Lord Dubs' amendment would have 
committed the UK to taking in 3,000 
unaccompanied and at-risk children from 
slum-like refugee camps in Europe.

Bard from town... Shakespeare sculptor needs a new home for his creation

A STATUE of Shakespeare cast at an 
Oxfordshire foundry has not yet found a 
home after highways managers claimed it 
could distract drivers in Stratford-upon- 
Avon. 

An application to erect the eight-foot 
tribute, designed by James Butler, was 
withdrawn earlier this year after its 
proposed location was described as 
"unsuitable on grounds of highway safety". 

Mr Butler, 84, has confirmed that his 
depiction of Shakespeare, cast at a foundry 
in Cropredy, remained in his yard in 
Warwickshire. 

The sculptor said: "My client was due to 
set it up where he thought appropriate in 
Stratford-upon-Avon. I presumed it would 
be set up for the 400th anniversary of 
Shakespeare's death but of course it wasn't, 
and it's such a pity." 

Warwickshire County Council objected to 
the planned site - on a traffic island in 
Bridge Street, Stratford - because the busy 
roundabout leads on to five different roads. 

In a letter sent to planners in February the 
council said: "There is the potential for 
vehicle conflict due to motorists looking at 
the statue and not concentrating on the 
traffic, as well was the potential for 
pedestrian/vehicle conflicts, should 
pedestrians step out on to the carriageway 
and take photographs of the statue." 

The planning application was withdrawn 
on February 24 by businessman Tony Bird, 
who commissioned the statue. 

Shakespeare was born in Stratford in 1564 
and the town helped to lead celebrations 
marking the 400th anniversary of his death.

Rise in numbers of sex offences reported to police 


THE number of sexual offences report¬ 
ed in Banbury has gone up this year, 
because people are more confident in 
reporting crimes. 

Figures released last week by 
Thames Valley Police showed there 
was a 12.5 per cent rise in all crimes 
in Cherwell and West Oxfordshire 
between March 2015 and March 
2016, compared to the previous 
year. 

There were 469 incidents of sexual 
offences reported last year - an 
increase of 37.9 per cent from the 
340 reported during 2014/15. 

Cherwell District Council lead 
member for public protection Tony 
llott said: "The recent figures show 
many areas where crime has gone

down, such as vehicle crime, 
burglary at home, public disorder 
and drug possession to name four. 


"Last year the method of 
collecting police data was changed, 
which has resulted in a spike in some 
of the figures. 

"It seems the general public are 
more confident in reporting 
problems to the police, which is a 
good thing as we need to see the 
true picture. 

"Neither the police nor the district 
council are complacent and we will 
continue to work together to make 
our area as safe as possible to live or 
work in." 

In the county 35,380 crimes were 
reported during the same period - 
up eight per cent from 32,774 the 
previous years. 

There were large increases in the 


number of sexual offences, 
harassment and homophobia 
incidents. 

Cherwell and West Oxfordshire 
local police area commander Supt 
Kath Lowe said she was pleased to 
see a reduction in the number of 
homes being burgled, and the 
number of vehicle crimes and arson. 

She added: "Our task now is to 
identify ways we can reduce violent 
crime, targeting problem areas or 
people. 

"We have also seen an increase in 
reports of sexual offences. People 
now feel more confident in telling us 
about these crimes, trusting that we 
can and will investigate them 
sensitively and effectively."

FLORENCE FOSTER JENKINS (PG)

AUDITIONS for televised talent 
shows throw up a limitless 
supply of deluded wannabes, 
who refuse to let a lack of 
musicality or rhythm hamper 
their quest for pop 
superstardom. 

Occasionally, these loveable 
misfits strike a chord because of 
their unfettered enthusiasm - 
witness the inexorable rise of 
The Cheeky Girls and Jedward. 

Amateur operatic soprano 
Florence Foster Jenkins was one 
such endearing eccentric, who 
became a cause celebre in 1930s 
and 1940s New York precisely 
because she was unable to hold a 
note during her infamous 
recitals of Verdi, Brahms and 
Mozart. 

Recordings of her 
caterwauling became collector’s 
items and her concerts were 
always sold out. Jenkins 
brought joy to millions and 
remained convinced of her 
soaring abilities until her 
glorious end, aged 76. 

This real-life story of triumph 
against sniggering cynicism 
provides rich inspiration for 
Stephen Frears’ rollicking 
comedy drama. 

Anchored by tour-de-force 
performances from Meryl 
Streep and Hugh Grant that 
perfectly harmonise humour 
and pathos, Florence Foster 
Jenkins is an unabashedly joyful 
period piece that stands 
resolutely behind the 
eponymous socialite as she 
massacres the Laughing Song 
from Die Fledermaus or the 
Queen Of The Night aria from 
The Magic Flute. 

As the heroine remarks, 
“People may say I couldn’t sing 
but no one can say I didn’t sing.” 

Florence (Streep) is 
determined to further her 


musical ambitions with the help 
of her second husband and 
doting companion, St Clair 
(Grant). 

The couple audition several 
accompanists but they fail to 
meet Florence’s exacting 
standards. 

Cosme Moon (Simon Heiberg) 
eventually lands the position of 
Florence’s pianist and his first 
experience of Florence in full 
voice is played for tear¬ 
streaming belly laughs by 
Frears. 

The grand dame pays Cosme 
well and he gradually falls 
under his wealthy employer’s 
spell, acknowledging that she is 
just following her dream, like 
everyone else. 

Vocal coach Carlo Edwards 
(David Haig) and venerated 
conductor Arturo Toscanini 
(John Kavanagh) prepare 
Florence for a big concert at the 
world-famous Carnegie Hall. 

However, St Clair worries that 
the stress of the forthcoming 
engagement is playing havoc 
with her faltering health. 

Audiences will certainly die 
happy after watching Florence 
Foster Jenkins. 

Streep is mesmerising, 
bringing tenderness and 
vulnerability to a role that could 
so easily have been played as a 
pitiful figure of mockery. 

Grant is a wonderful comic foil 
and he demonstrates a light 
touch in moving scenes that 
remind us of his oft-ignored 
abilities as a dramatic actor. 

Period design is impeccable 
and Frears builds to a rousing 
emotional crescendo worthy of 
one of Jenkins’ standing 
ovations. Bravo!

Obsessed with 
everything French since stumbling 
upon a copy of French Elle as a 
teenager, Beddington sets about 
doing all she can to leave her 
humble Yorkshire roots behind and 
embrace the French philosophy 
and way of life.

The Cauliflower by Nicola Barker

ONLY one thing is for certain when 
reading Nicola Barker's latest and 
totally brilliant, yet unclassifiable 
novel - you have absolutely no 
idea which direction the story is 
heading in. The Cauliflower is not 
for those who give up on books 
easily, but hold tight, you're in for a 
pretty epic ride. The novel concerns 
itself with Sri Ramakrishna, a 
19th-century Indian mystic, who 
certainly doesn't like to be referred 
to as a "guru". The narrative jumps 
around, though is often told from 
the point of view of Ramakrishna's 
nephew. The story unfolds in 
fragments as the reader gleans half- 
told tales of magical India. Barker's 
writing is completely original and 
insightful and bursting full of 
spirituality. The novel is thoroughly 
enjoyable; however the narrative 
becomes slightly messy at times. 



survivor who lives alone on an 
island for 28 years, is a 
beautifully crafted study of 
solitude, resourcefulness and 
British imperialism. 

The gnawed bones of the book 
are still visible in Vincent 
Kesteloot and Ben Stassen’s

Stores to get 
defibrillators 

DEFIBRILLATORS are due to be installed at 
up to nine larger Tesco stores in the county, 
including Banbury, over the coming months. 

The supermarket chain is working with 
national campaign the Arrhythmia Alliance 
to install 900 defibrillators at larger stores 
across the UK. 

Each of the life-saving electronic devices 
can be used to shock the heart back to a 
normal rhythm, potentially stopping a 
person from going into cardiac arrest. 

It is believed all Tesco Superstores, Tesco 
Metro and Tesco Extra sites will receive a 
defibrillator, but not the smaller Tesco 
Express outlets. 

A total of nine in Oxfordshire are likely to 
befitted with automated external 
defibrillators (AEDs), which can be used by 
any member of the public with or without 
training. An electronic voice will guide the 
user through each step in the event of an 
emergency. 

Stores in Oxford now in line for a new 
defibrillator include the Tesco Superstore at 
Oxford Retail Park and Tesco Metro stores in 
Cowley Road and Magdalen Street. 

Elsewhere stores in Kidlington, Faringdon, 
Didcot, Abingdon, Banbury and the new 
superstore in Bicester also qualify for a 
device. 

Trudie Lobban MBE, founder of 
Arrhythmia Alliance, said: "Sudden cardiac 
arrest is the nation's number one killer. 
100,000 people die each year due to sudden 
cardiac arrest; this number could be 
drastically reduced if more public access 
defibrillators were available in the 
community. 

"An AED is simple to use, no training is 
required and the machine talks to you 
telling you exactly what to do. 

"You cannot harm anyone by using a 
defibrillator. However, you can save a 
life."

And he cited a Pet Food 
Manufacturers’ Association report 
which found a quarter of homes have 
a dog and one in five are cat owners. 

Mr Maby pointed out that the rising 
cost of property in Oxfordshire has

pushed more people into renting, 
changing the profile of the typical 
tenant. 

He said: “We have always had 
families with children and young 
professionals as tenants but what it 
has done has increased the 
percentage of people entering the 
private rentals sector - a trend which 


is due to continue.” 

But Mr Maby admitted that for 
some landlords, this presented a 
dilemma. 

He added: “Historically, landlords 
have preferred to not accept tenants 
with pets due to the additional wear 
and tear and, in extreme cases, the 
damage they believe pets can cause to 
a property. 

“However, when faced with the 
choice between accepting a tenant 


with a pet over a potential void 
period, some landlords may be 
reassured that there are certain steps 
that can be taken in order to reduce 
damage to a property, making the 
proposition of accepting pets more 
palatable.” 

Savills suggests using laminate or 
wooden flooring, rather than carpet. 

Tenants with pets have specific 
clauses added to their tenancy 
agreements and pay a bigger deposit 


to cover any damage caused.

New Car Road Test 

The definitive view |

Discover the SEAT Ibiza spirit 



THE fourth generation version of 
SEAT’S Ibiza has so far been an 
interesting but often under-rated 
choice in the supermini segment. 
This much-improved model gets a 
thorough refresh of its engines, 
more equipment and joins the trend 
for customer personalisation, the 
changes coming together to create a 
very complete product. Is it all too 
late to turn round the fortunes of 
this MK4 model? It’ll be interesting 
to see.... 

Background 

Supermini-sized cars are hot stuff 
at the moment. The days when big¬ 
ger family hatches like the Ford 
Focus and the Vauxhall Astra 
topped the sales charts are now well 
and truly over. We’ve downsized en 
masse, drawn to the likes of the 
Fiesta and the Corsa. But not, it 
seems, to the Ibiza, a car that until 
now has been routinely outsold by 
its bigger sibling, the Leon. 

Driving Experience 

This is the second update of the 
Ibiza Mk4, a car originally launched 
in 2008 and then updated in 2012. 
Back in ‘08, it was the first to use the 
PQ25 chassis that now underpins 
the Audi A1 and the VW Polo, so it 
still has a classy set of underpin¬ 
nings. This time round, SEAT has 


had a good look at the engine range. 
The entry-level 1.0-litre petrol unit 
is a three-cylinder which produces 
75PS in naturally aspirated format 
and 95PS or HOPS in ‘Eco TSI’ turbo¬ 
charged guise. The four-cylinder 1.4 
Eco TSI with active cylinder man¬ 
agement (ACT) develops 150PS 
while its cylinder deactivation 
under partial load leads to impres¬ 
sive fuel economy. There’s also a 1.4 
TDI with 75PS and two other TDI 
powertrains, offering either 90 or 
105PS. 

Design and Build 

Today’s Ibiza doesn’t look too dif¬ 
ferent from the 2012 car, which in 
turn wasn’t radically changed from 
Luc Donckerwolke’s original. As 
before, it’s available in three body 
styles - five-door, ‘SC’ three-door and 
‘ST’ compact estate. SEAT has belat¬ 
edly jumped onto the personalisa¬ 
tion bandwagon and now offers the 
Ibiza with ‘Colour Packs’. ‘Bismuth’ 
(an elegant shade of brown) is 
among them, as is ‘Velvet’ (a rich 
purple). 

Each Colour Pack comes with a 
wide range of trim elements in the 
respective colour. On the outside, 
the rim of the radiator grille and the 
door mirror housings are finished 
in the chosen colour. Inside, the air 
vent bezels and the detailing on the 


steering wheel and gear lever are 
part of the colour package, as are 
the coloured stripes set into the seat 
backrests. One characteristic ele¬ 
ment is the two-colour 16- or 17 inch 
alloy wheels. There are a large num¬ 
ber of possible combinations 
between the Ibiza’s paint colour and 
the Colour Pack. 

Market and Model 

Prices haven’t changed very much, 
whether you’re looking at three- 
door, five-door or estate models. 
Most models are sold in the £10,000 
to £15,000 bracket, so, as before, 
you’re getting Volkswagen Polo 
technology for a significant saving. 
Bringing a welcome dose of technol¬ 
ogy to the Ibiza is sure to help its 
showroom appeal. The 
‘MediaSystem plus’ and sat nav sys¬ 
tem can be enhanced with the 
‘MirrorLink’ function, which pro¬ 
vides seamless smartphone integra¬ 
tion into the car infotainment sys¬ 
tem. In other words, you see the 
icons from your Android phone on 
the infotainment screen in the car. 

If you’re a scion of Steve Jobs (or, to 
put it another way, if you’ve got an 
iPhone), you’ll need ‘The Full Link’ 
option that’ll give you the Apple 
CarPlay’ system that does much the 
same thing as MirrorLink. SEAT 
also debuts a Tiredness Recognition 


System with this Ibiza, plus their 
Multi-Collision Brake system. 

Cost of Ownership 

Being able to dip into the 
Volkswagen Group parts bin for the 
niftiest tech usually means a very 
low overall cost of ownership and 
that’s certainly the case here. The 
four cylinder 1.4-litre Eco TSI petrol 
variant with ‘ACT’ active cylinder 
management manages a diesel-like 
58.9 mpg on the combined cycle and 
both three and four-cylinder units 
fulfil all the latest EU6 emissions 
standards. 

The entry-level 1.0-litre Eco TSI 
Ecomotive petrol model delivers a 
combined fuel economy of 68.9 mpg, 
which equates to a C02 figure of 
94g/km. Among the three-cylinder 
diesel engines, the 1.4-litre TDI with 
75PS achieves fuel consumption of 
83.1 mpg, which equates to an emis¬ 
sions figure of just 88g/km. Each of 
the other TDI powertrains, with 90 
or 105PS, achieve 74.3 mpg or more 
on the combined cycle. A start/stop 
system, which switches off the 
engine when the vehicle is at a 
standstill, is available across all cur¬ 
rent SEAT Ibizas. 

Summary 

It’s hard for a car manufacturer to 
get a mid-life makeover right. If all 


the budget goes on improved styl¬ 
ing, lots of people take notice, then 
try the car and find out that essen¬ 
tially, little has changed. If, on the 
other hand, as SEAT has done here, 
you concentrate most of your 
efforts in creating a better, more 
efficient product without too much 
unnecessary tinsel, then there’s a 
danger that your work will get over¬ 
looked in an increasingly competi¬ 
tive market, something that could 
certainly happen with this much 
improved MK4 model Ibiza. Though 
its underbody changes are sweep¬ 
ing, so modest is this car’s exterior 
update that it’s likely that few will 
pay too much heed.

THERE are superminis and then 
there’s Audi’s Al, a small car that 
never seems to be trying too hard. 
It’s stylish without being overly 
attention-seeking and it’s mopped 
up as huge number of orders since 
it was launched at the start of 2011. 
So what if it’s built on the compara¬ 
tively humble underpinnings of a 
VW Polo? It wasn’t really an issue. 
What was a good car at launch 
became even better with Sportback 
five-door models and some super- 
economical engines. Here’s what to 
look for when buying used. 

The History 

Audi likes to underscore its record 
of innovation but the company 
owes a big debt of gratitude to its 
rivals from Bavaria, BMW, who 
showed with the MINI range that 
consumers were prepared to pay a 
sizeable premium for an upmarket 
citycar. Audi will doubtless point to 
their aluminium A2 which 
appeared a couple of years before 
the MINI, but this was a car that 
never attained genuine traction 
with the car buying public. Audi 


took another bite with the Al in 2010 
and this has cemented a reputation 
as the most polished small car on 
sale. 

Back in 2010, the Ingolstadt brand 
was only just getting started 
though. The range launched with a 
choice of a 1.2-litre TFSI petrol unit 
good for 86PS, or alternatively a 1.4- 
litre TFSI engine with 122PS and the 
option of an S tronic win-clutch 
transmission. The sole diesel pow- 
erplant was a 1.6-litre TDI diesel 
which cranked out 105PS. So far, so 
unexciting. 

Things got much brighter when 
the 185PS version of the 1.4 TFSI 
was announced, four months later, 
and Audi predictably nailed down a 
five-star Euro NCAP test score at 
the end of 2010, while in June 2011, 
the brand launched an even cleaner 
version of the 1.6-litre diesel, drop¬ 
ping emissions to 99g/km and lift¬ 
ing combined economy to 74.3mpg. 

At the end of 2011, the marque 
introduced Black Edition and 
Contrast Edition specials and used 
this launch as an opportunity to 
usher in a more powerful 2.0-litre 


143PS TDI diesel engine that com¬ 
plemented the existing 1.6-litre, 
105PS unit. Almost immediately 
thereafter, the five-door Sportback 
version of the Al was unveiled. The 
last act of 2011 for Audi was to 
announce the ballistic 256PS Al 
quattro special, with a 333 car prod¬ 
uct run and a £41,000 price tag. Only 
19 came to the UK. 

Fast forward to March 2013 and 
Audi fitted DAB stereos to Al mod¬ 
els, while in June, Audi launched an 
Al S line Style Edition, available in 
red, silver or black. In the Spring of 
2014, the hot hatch turbocharged SI 
variant made its debut. A revised 
Audi Al range was announced at 
the end of 2014 for the 2015 model 
year. 

What To Look For 

Unlike most other superminis, 
Audi Al’s tend not to have been 
abused as business hacks, and many 
are in very good condition. This 
only makes the rare neglected one 
stand out even more, so you can 
afford to be fussy when inspecting. 
Check the car’s specification care¬ 


fully, as some of the more desirable 
features weren’t standard on lower 
spec cars. Check that the servicing 
has been done on the button. On the 
whole, it’s a solid and dependable 
vehicle. We’d look for a low-mileage 
1.4TFSI 185 or an early diesel that 
had led an easy life. 

On The Road 

There’s not a lot that’s particularly 
novel about the Al’s underpinnings, 
the chassis being shared with the 
latest generation Volkswagen Polo. 
That means tried and tested strut 
suspension up front and a compact 
torsion beam arrangement at the 
back. Ride quality is firm and 
there’s not the effervescence of a 
MINI, but available cornering grip 
is augmented by a clever stability 
control system as well as an elec¬ 
tronic limited slip differential. 

Aside from the rare SI quattro, the 
standout driver’s car in the range is 
the 185PS 1.4-litre TFSI model. The 
Top Trump statistics here are a 0-60 
sprint of 6.9 seconds and a top speed 
of 141mph and no small car makes 
going that quick so easy That’s 


because drive is deployed to the front 
wheels via a remarkable S-tronic 
7-speed twin-clutch sequential gear¬ 
box. What’s more, there’s meaningful 
go across a broad rev range thanks to 
a supercharger that serves up instant 
low-down torque and a turbocharger 
that takes up the baton after 2400rpm 
and gives the mid-range some excite¬ 
ment. It’s not the most exciting 
sounding powerplant but you’ll for¬ 
give it for its sheer verve. It was good 
enough to walk the 2009 Engine of 
The Year award at any rate. 

Overall 

The Audi Al started out a bit under¬ 
whelming and then just got better 
and better. The 185PS 1.4 TFSI engine 
is an absolute peach, but the 2.0-litre 
diesel gives this small car a lot of lug¬ 
ging power. The interiors are as love¬ 
ly and hardwearing as you’d expect 
from a car that wears the four rings 
on its nose and there’s a decent 
amount of used stock to choose from. 
Value can be found in the special edi¬ 
tions, but negotiate hard and you 
won’t be disappointed if you have an 
eye for the right car.

New Car Launch Model Of The Week

Open up new experiences, discover the city 



THE smart fortwo has always been a 
quirky choice, but one that has its 
own cult following. As with previ¬ 
ous generations, a cabriolet version 
is available for city dwellers who 
want to go topless. 

Ten Second Review 

The third generation smart fortwo 
has answered many of the criti¬ 
cisms of the first two models. While 
many would still prefer a four seater 
(there’s the forfour model for that), 
you could argue an open-topped ver¬ 
sion of the fortwo makes more 
sense. Could this be the cheapest 
new cabrio currently available? 

Background 

Since 1998, smart has offered what 
has become known as the fortwo, a 
two-seat city car with a rear-mount¬ 
ed engine. Famous for being able to 
park nose on to a curb legally, this 
model has something of a cult fol¬ 
lowing. While the first generation 
was pretty awful to drive and the 
second still blighted by a clunky 
semi-auto gearbox, the third genera¬ 
tion car offers a much more enjoya¬ 
ble driving experience. 

Driving Experience 

Compared to its predecessors, the 
latest fortwo is something of a reve¬ 
lation to drive. Gone is the gearbox’s 


hesitancy, meaning you no longer 
look (and feel) like a nodding dog as 
you accelerate. The manual gearbox 
is nothing special but its light, easy 
to use and no longer a source of con¬ 
stant frustration. Coupled with the 
71PS version of the normally aspi¬ 
rated three-cylinder engine, its fine 
around town, although the car runs 
out of puff easily on the open road. 
0-62 takes an agonising 14.9 seconds, 
while hills will often require a down 
change or two, especially at speed. 

Design and Build 

At the core of the fortwo cabrio is 
the ‘tridion’ safety cell made of high 
strength steel. The visible area of 
this cell has been re-profiled for a 
sportier look. This provides the 
smart with good crash protection 
despite its diminutive size. There’s 
also additional underbody rein¬ 
forcement to help with the removal 
of the roof. Speaking of the roof, the 
‘tritop’ soft top can be opened like a 
giant sunroof at any speed. For the 
full open air experience, you can 
remove the remaining roof bars and 
stow them in the boot, something 
rivals such as the Fiat 500C can’t 
offer. Despite the opening roof, the 
rear screen is made of glass and is 
heated. 

Inside is the same funky interior 
we’ve come to expect from the regu¬ 


lar fortwo. This means a fabric 
topped dashboard that, like the rest 
of the interior, can be had in a varie¬ 
ty of colours. 

Market and Model 

On top of the pair of three cylin¬ 
der engines smart is offering, 
there’s also three trim levels to con¬ 
sider as well; passion, prime and 
proxy. While the hard-top starts at 
just shy of £11,000, we’d expect to 
add at least £1,500 to that figure to 
get this cabrio variant. Going for the 
pokier 90PS turbo engine requires a 
premium of around £600, while the 
auto ‘box is nearly £1,000 more. Add 
the touchscreen infotainment sys¬ 
tem, heated seats and a few other 
trinkets and you’ll be looking at 
over £16,000. 

All smarts come with alloy wheels, 
daytime running lights, a multi¬ 
function leather steering wheel, cli¬ 
mate control and a stop start sys¬ 
tem. The ‘prime’ trim level adds 
funkier wheels, heated seats and a 
panoramic roof while ‘proxy’ mod¬ 
els get lowered suspension, sportier 
wheels plus a distinctive white and 
blue interior colour scheme. On top 
of the usual airbags and electronic 
helpers, there’s a crosswind assist, 
brake assist, hill start assist, for¬ 
ward collision warning and a tyre 
pressure monitoring system. 


Cost of Ownership 

This is an area where the smart 
should excel, so it’s a bit of a sur¬ 
prise to see that both manual and 
auto versions of the 71PS engine 
only manage C02 emissions of 99g/ 
km. The 90PS engine also manages 
99g/km, although this drops to 97g/ 
km if you opt for the auto ‘box. 
Although those figures will mean 
free tax, you would expect them to 
be even lower. Fuel economy is 
promised to be good if not excep¬ 
tional; 65.7mpg on the combined 
cycle for all variants apart from the 
90PS auto. For that combination, 
consumption is reduced to 67.3mpg. 

The smart is a bit of a niche vehi¬ 
cle, so resale may not be too bad if 
you don’t go crazy with the options. 
The warranty is also better than 
many; it may only be for three years 
but at least its unlimited mileage. 

Summary 

The smart fortwo is always going 
to be an off the wall choice thanks to 
a relatively high price and the fact 
it’s only a two-seater. It should also 
be said that although it’s much 
improved compared to its predeces¬ 
sors, the fortwo is still a car that is 
most comfortable around town. The 
71PS model especially can struggle 
at motorway speeds, particularly if 
you have to go up a reasonably steep 


hill. Look at it as a cheap convertible 
however and you can start to see 
more of an appeal. 

The removable roof rails make for 
a truly open vehicle as opposed to 
something with a big sunroof, while 
the interior is an enjoyable place to 
be if you look past the odd bit of 
cheap plastic. 

Considering how much better it is 
to drive, this car could make an 
interesting alternative to a regular 
cabrio.
